Ilcrndon, tho planter, willi \\. licr- 
tnind, a sergeant of the convict force, 
and (Jus J)o Leo, u convict guard, BUS 
peclud thnt he might bo an eae.'iped 
convict for whom a rewuril could be 
had, they concluded that they would 
whip him und make him ackiiowlcd<.' 
that he waa. 
When they called him to 


them, and Herndon 
aai<J, "IJoys, go 


through him," the negroes (convict.-; 
seemed disinclined to aot, and Jlerndou 
drew his revolver on them and said, 
''God d—n you! do what 1 toll you I" 
They then proceeded to whip him un- 
til his back, from tho loins to the knees, 
wai a maaa of bruised and swollen flesh. 
In tho language of a witness, "Tho 
skin waa pretty well whipped off." Af- 
ter tho examination of the witnesses, 
the court hold the prisoners 'to annwer

Serious Accident tt> Mrs. 1). L. Allen. 


—On Saturday afternoon Mrs. D. L 
Allen, living just south ot town, started 
to go into the bnaoment of her dwelling 
down n stairway in which there is a 
turn near tho bottom. Thinking that 
she had got to tho turn in the stairway 
she attempted to turn her course accord- 
ingly, and in doing so stepped off at the 
side 
of the stairs and fell to 
the 


lloor, fracturing the bone in the hip 
joint, known to surgeons as the femur, 
the fracture being inside of what is 
called the capmilar ligament. The in- 
jury is considered a very serious one, 
oven when it occurs in the case of a 
young person, and under the most fa- 
vorable circumstance the patient sus- 
taining it would not be able lo walk in 
much less time than six months, and 
never fully recovers tho use of the joint 
as perfectly as before the accident. In 
the case of Mrs. Allen, who is now past 
seventy, tho fracture is greatly aggra- 
vated by advanced age, and it is quite 
doubtful whether she will ao far recover 
from the injury as to be able to walk.—
